commands plundered both Villa and

however, to announce that they were 
seizing property "in the name of the 
government."

Will Raise $5,000,000 to 


Care For Aged Clergy 


and Widows. 


The Protestant Episcopal church 


of America is raising a fund of 
$5,000,000 to provide pensions for 
aged and infirm clergy and for the 
widows and orphans of clergy. 


Already $2,000.000 has been rais- 


ed and the third $1.000.000 U in 
sight. 


The pension fund is the principal 


subject for discussion at the meet- 
ing of church clubs and organiza- 
tions over the diocese. 


The plan originated with Bishop 


Lawrence of Massachusetts, who bad 
given up bis diocesan work for one 
year and established 
an 
office in 


New York, from which the church's 
nationwide movement is now being 
conducted. 
The pension idea had 


been adopted by many corporations 
and some governments, and digni- 
taries of the church say that it is a 
shame the church should be last to 
fall in line. 
They add that cost of 


living has been increased at the rate 
of five per cent a year, while the sal- 
aries of the clergy have not been in- 
creased five per cent in five years.'

Four former premiers 
alt In the present ministry, held to- 
gether solely by their comon hatred 
of Venlzelos and their 
desire to 


keep him out of office. 


Premier Skouloudls. as minister of 


foreign affairs, exercises the ostensi- 
ble censorship. 
Telegrims 
are 


•brought or Bent to the ministry and 
Submitted to a young diplomatist, 
formerly Greek charge d'&ffairs In 
Montenegro, who either passes them, 
«r himself in turn submits them to 
the premier. The latter process Is 
a long one, as Skouloudls is In no 
hurry, and often the 
sender of 


message must 
wait two or three 


hours to learn whether his message 
may be sent 
He generally 
must 


wait in person, as the minister fre- 
quently requires the alteration of a 
word or two. If the sender of the 
message is not present to accept the 
alteration, the message Is killed as 
a whole. 


But though bearing the premier's 


red pencilled authorization, the mes- 
sage is by no means sure to go. 
Former premier and present minis- 
ter of communications, Rhallys also 
has a say about It. He does not 
always agree 
with his colleagues, 


and If he does not, the signature of 
the regular censor becomes meaning- 
less. No one sees Mr. Rhallys' cen- 
sor.

Increased foreign-trade which prob- 
ably will amount to four billions of 
dollars during the current fiscal 
year? 
I believe that we can and 


will. I And that most of the practi- 
cal men In foreign trade believe that 
they will be able to retain perhaps 
not all of the new business, but a 
very large proportion of it at least. 
It is a question which I believe rests 
squarely upon the ultimate level of 
costs after tbe war.

GERMANY ADMUS 


(Poor Harvest and Lack of 


Imports Causes Creation 


of Food Dictator. 


'Declares System Will Foil 


Attempt to Starve 


Empire. 


BERLIN. 
May 24—"The ade- 


quate nourishment of our population 
Is fully assured and will net be ren- 
dered doubtful by any blockade reg- 
ulations of enemy states, no matter 
bow unscrupulous they may be and 
no matter how long the war may 
last." says the North Gurman Ga- 
zette today In an announcement of 
the creation of a food dictatorship 
with sweeping powers. 


"However, the short harvests of 


1915, together with reduced imports 
hive resulted in a good scarcity in 
come directions which makes itself 
acmtely felt, and 
efforts to better 


conditions have 
bnen hindered by 


the fact that each federal state has 
been able to make independent reg- 
ulations. This will now be correct- 
ed by a centralization of power." 


Probably never before have such 


sweeping powers been concentrated 
as are now granted Herr Von Dat- 
tockl, the new food dictator. 
Vari- 


ous counsellors will be assigned to 
him, representing agriculture, indus- 
try, trade, the military and coasum- 
ers, and representatives of the fed- 
eral states and of associations con- 
nected with the war also will aid 
him 


Pinal decision on all questions, 


however, rests solely In Herr Von 
Battockl's hands 
The regulations 


of the federal council will not be af- 
fected by the appointment of the dic- 
tator, but in case of pressing neces- 
sity the dictator is even empowered 
to issue contrary 
regulations, but 


these must be Immediately laid be- 
fore 'the federal council for approval. 


May Fix Rations. 


The dictator will be able to expro- 


priate all foods and fodder and may 
even establish fixed per capita ra- 
tions if neressary. The only express 
limitation of the dictator's powers Is 
contained in the provisions that the
